The $3,200,000 capital programme 
undertaken by the Canadian Western 
Natural Gas Company Limited for 19- 
55 is nearing completion, it was an¬ 
nounced in Calgary this week by R. C.

Other significant construction work 
undertaken by the Company during 
the year included the laying of an 8" 
main across the Bow River adjacent 
to the Cushing Bridge in East Cal¬ 
gary.
